Collective 
bargaining? 


Because so many CSUS students commute. parking on campus !s a major 
concern. The parking system used by the university police is fairly complex 
with about six different space classifications 

For decal holders — both student and faculty/staff — the situation seems to 
be under control. But for those choosing not to buy the $15 or $17 stickers. a 
few problems have developed 

Parking on campus is divided into decal (biack for students and green for 
faculty/staff), meter (45 min.. two hour. or ali day). visitor and handicapped 
zones 

A total of 3329 student decals and 1318 faculty/staff decals have been sold 
this semester. Parking Director J H Leese said that there are more spaces 
available than decals soid 

Coin meter spaces total 655 ali - day 25 cents and 252 visitor 45 minute or 
two - hour metered spaces. Handicapped decals have 77 spaces Temporarily 
disabled students, faculty, or staff can obtain handicapped permits 

Problems come for non - deca! holders or visitors who have limited business 
on campus 

First, there are only four spaces in front of the administration building 
without restrictions that allow five - minute parking Eight spaces at the health 
center are for emergency parking with no restrictions 

This means visitors who have limited (but over five - minute) business on 
campus must park in the metered areas. During peak hours visitors could 
spend more time looking for a parking space than taking care of business 

The same seems to be true for the non - emergency visitor to the health 
center. Metered parking is the alternative, if available, but many visits take 
longer than 45 minutes. In many cases, students are not able to return to the 
meters to drop in more coins 

Part of the solution to these problems would be to convert some of the 
metered or decal spaces to temporary parking spaces with no restrictions 
Many parts of the campus are not easily accessable for short visits by visitors 
who must park cars. Conversion of existing spaces or creation of new spaces 
would allow visitors to park for a limited time without restriction 

It would seem that the health center should have several unrestricted spaces 
for its visitors. Again, non - decal hoiders many times have trouble finding or 
keeping spaces around the center 

Regulation of these non - restricted parking areas would not require much 
time from the parking officers if a sign - in system were used Visitors could be 
required to sign - in with name. license number, and time of arrival, at the 
station they are visiting. A quick check of the register by an officer, secretary or 


There is no way, in my opinion, that students can endorse Assembly Bill 
1091 which would give collective bargaining to the faculty and staff of the 
CSUC and UC systems 

Students have a big stake in the fate of this legislation because of several 
potential harmful effects 


First, if collective bargaining causes more rapid increase in staff salaries 
then student fees will increase at the same rate. Staff salaries eat up over 80 per 
cent of the student services fee, the largest of the fees. At current rates. our fees 
will double in the next decade. If unions get the salary increases they want it 
would mean at least a quadrupling of fees 

Second, AB 1091 would allow faculty union representatives to negotiate 











staff member could eliminate any violations 

Another aspect of the parking system that could be improved upon t 
extent, is marking or identification. A large color - coded map located at the 
north and south main entrances to the campus would help visitors to quickly 
identify specific parking areas The information booth staffs at the main er 
trances to the campus offer such help to visiiors but if that service is 
unavailable for one reason or another, a large map would be usefu! 

Also, the university police do not enforce parking regulations on weekends 
but no signs On campus near the parking areas make that fact known This 
should be posted to inform weekend visitors or students on campus 

These problems may only affect a small portion of the CSUS student body 
but they do apply to many visitors to the campus. The parking situation, then, |s 
a reflection on the entire schoo! With only minor changes. a few spaces could 
be converted or created to help eliminate the unpleasant situation

over such issues as faculty office hours If the union wins lower office re 
quirements there could be pressure brought on facuity members not to exceed 
that requirement. The informal relationship between students and faculty 
members would be destroyed because union representatives would be in 
charge of academic issues 

The third major problem is with teachers’ strikes. Senator Albert Rodda 
authored the legislation which provided collective bargaining for primary and 
secondary education in California. He is now opposed to AB 1091 because of 
the rash of strikes which have shut students out of our elementary and high 
schoois far too often 

Collective bargaining may provide a boon for faculty, but what it offers 
Students ts unclear

On Feb. 14, 1978, your paper published an ‘opinion’ by a Mr Steven 
Wittman on the subject of ROTC. Although | doubt many people had the 
stamina to follow this twisted piece of reasoning to the bitter end, | would like to 
comment nonetheless on some of the more vile insinuations Mr Wittman 
makes and on a few of his many historical inaccuracies as well 

Mr. Wittman feels there is something terrible about the military being 
authoritarian and anti-democratic. This complaint is on a par with those which 
castigate doctors for charging fees for their services or those which criticize 
teachers because they give grades and thus exercise a subtle “tyranny” over 
their students. The point, of course. is that by their very nature, military 
organizations are not democratic. They never have been and. if they wish to 
function effectively, they never will be. A firmly established chain of command 
is an indispensable requirement for any military service if it is to be a viable 
organization 

Mr. Wittman's insinuation that the United States faces some kind of danger 
from an entrenched “military caste” is utter nonsense. The truth is that in this 
country there is a strong tradition of civilian control over the military. Perhaps 
too strong, as Viet Nam may have taught us. After all, it wasn't the military 
which first committed us to that ill - starred venture and during the Vietnam 
War, nearly all major decisions on political, economic and military (yes, 
military) aspects of the struggle were made by politicians in Washington D C 
Moreover, thanks in part to the hysterical anti - militarism of people like Mr 
Wittman, there is a strong disinclination toward military service among much 
of America’s youth, particularly that portion of it in college. Anyone who 
asserts that a university which institutes a voluntary ROTC program is abetting 
the forces of anti - democratic militarism is out of touch with reality 


Mr. Wittman, who identifies himself as an alumnus with a degree in history, 
makes some remarks about the German military during the Hitler period He 
claims that “the German military did exactly what was required — it imposed 
and supported a fascist state.” This bit of distorted history conveniently 
overlooks the fact that some of Hitler's most powerful opponents were German 
officers. The most signiiicant anti - Nazi plot during World War |! was, to alarge 
extent, organized and carried out by high ranking members of the Wehrmacht 
and many writers have suggested that had these officers been given more help 
by the Allied leaders with whom they were in contact, much of the slaughter, 
destruction and neediess human suffering in 1944 and ‘45 may have been 
avoided. 

Mr. Wittman also informs us that German big business was “precisely the 
group who financed Hitler from the very beginning.” The truth, of course, is 
that with few exceptions, German big business had little to do with Hitler until 


the 1930s. In fact many of Hitler's followers, as the title “National Socialist Ger 
man Workers Party” (the Nazi Party's full name) suggests, were strongly anti - 
business 

In his paragraph on the US. Officer Corps in Vietnam, Mr. Wittman tries to 
convey the impression that a preponderance of the officers who fought in Viet- 
nam were ROTC - trained. Actually, a very substantial majority of them came 
from the Service Academies or the various Officer Candidate Schools run by 
the different branches of the military Mr Wittman’s implication that North Viet 
namese aggression against the South was a “national liberation movement” 
reflects a viewpoint which has been thoroughly discredited. Only an idiot ora 
communist stooge can stili believe that the United States was guilty of aggres- 
sion or that it sought to suppress truly democratic movements in Indo - China 
when it supported South Vietnam against the North As for Mr Wittman’s 
remarks about American “war crimes,” their one - sidedness is immediately ap- 
parent. The conduct of American troops at My Lai certainly brought no credit 
to our Armed Froces but as “war crimes” it shrinks to insignificance when 
placed beside communist atrocities at Hue or the indiscriminate N V A rocket 
attacks on crowded South Vietnamese cities 

Mr. Wittman’s comments about US overseas investments and their 
connection with America’s military forces continue to reflect his by now 
predictable left - wing bias. Employing a mish mash of dreary Marxist cliches 
and anti - capitalist cant, he castigates the military for protecting our 
investments in foreign countries (as if that were something to be ashamed of) 
and hails “revolutions and national liberation movements in country after 
country." There comes not a hint, of course, from Mr. Wittman about the many 
benefits American enterprizes operating in foreign countries have brought to 
these nations. Nor is anything mentioned about Cambodia, Mozambique 
Cuba, Angola, and the many other police states who have “benefited” from the 
“national liberation movements” about which Mr. Wittman waxes so en- 
thusiastic 

One last item involves Mr. Wittman’s disparaging remarks about the military 
and minorities. As any fair - minded observer interested in this question would 
know, America’s military services were among the first of our major institutions 
to end the practice of racial segregation and to take positive steps toward 
integration. Since the late 1940's, tens of thousands of citizens from minority 
groups made military service a career and derived a very significant number of 
economic, social, and educational benefits from their decision to do so 

| would like to say in conclusion that although I'm not certain who will make 
the decision on allowing ROTC to function on the CSUS campus, it is my 
fervent hope that whoever does decide pays not the slightest.bit of attention to 
the witiess, distorted, and nonsensical ideas expressed by Mr. Steven Wittman

Says coaching Baseball was biggest mistake

More than two months after the 
news Of his dismissal was announced 
in the press, Glen Brady finally 
received official notice that he would 
not be retained as head football 
coach of the CSUS Hornets 

Since that decision was made 
public, Brady has remained silent and 
has not gotten involved in the dis- 
putes between the Faculty Senate 
and the administration over the 
procedures used. Now, two andahalf 
months later, Brady said he still 
disagrees with the decision and the 
way it was announced 

The decision to relieve him of his 
coaching duties caught him by sur- 
prise, Brady said During and after 
last semester's football season he had 
met on several occasions with ad- 
ministrators in Athletic 
Department. “| thought we were talk- 
ing about structural changes in the 
football program | didn't realize per- 
sonnel changes were part of it. Then 
on December 5 | found out there 
were personne! changes involved, 
one in particular me!” 

“If they (administrators) would 
have said behind closed doors, you 
should think about not coaching next 
year, | could have said all right, but | 
disagree Let me argue why. If | could 
not have convinced them, | would 
probably have resigned,” Brady said 

One of the reasons Brady decided 
to remain. silent after the = an- 
nouncement of his dismissal, he said, 
was he knew he could not be a 
successfu! footba!! coach without the 
support of the administration. “You

Brady said. He added that had he 
come out against the decision, he 
might have successfully saved a bit of 
his ego, “but it would have made it dif- 
ficult to recruit players for the 
school " 

The well - being of the football 
players is really Brady's main 
concern. “| want these kids to win 10 
ball games next season,’ hesaid And 
he will do anything to help the new 
coach. “| want him to succeed 
because if he does, it will help the 
players in their future.” 

Brady also reflected on his two 
years at CSUS and the limited 
successes of his footbal! team. The 
biggest mistake he made, he said, was 
taking over the baseball team last spr- 
ing when the former basebal! coach 
was no longer able to coach. Brady 
said he decided to help the basebal! 
program out “not because | wanted to 
become a great baseba!! coach, but 
someone had to do it in the best 
interest of the university. Looking 
back | shouldn't have done it, for the 
university or anybody,” He added he 
learned from the experience that in 
the future he would not “do anything 
for anybody except if it relates to 
scoring points.” 

Coaching baseball between foot- 
ball seasons, he explained, kept him 
abreast of what was happening in 
football This had consequences for

Twyla Tharp brings hyperactive dancing to Berkeley

She's the best thing that has 
happened to dance in years! Very in- 
novative. Quite unconventional Out- 
rageous 

Those were but a few of the 
comments reverberating amidst the 
throngs gathered at Berkeley's Zelier- 
bach Auditorium to witness an aber- 
ration of sorts. and to judge the ar- 
tistry of a woman whose work is as 
unique as her name — Twyla Tharp 

The capacity crowd was charged 
with anticipation As the curtain went 
up for the first performance. it 
became obvious that there was no 
chance for winding down The 
evenings presentation opened with 
Country Dances a hyper - version of 
folk and square Accompanied by a 
variety of country western recordings 
by the Hired Hands and the Skillet 
Lickers, the equally hyper audience 
responded with tapping toes and 
hoots of approval 

Congruent with Tharp's 
predictability, the second presen- 
tation, entitled The Fugue, was astark 
antithesis of Country Dances. Tharp 
involved no music with this piece 
Instead, the dance incorporated 
successive movements and a com- 
position of various beats siapped out 
on thighs or heel - tapped. Garbed in 
similar but individual biack costumes 
three fernale dancers transformed 
movements into melodies Like 
musical notes, sometimes together 
often alone, rolling sharp, The Fugue 
rendered a concerto of body 
language — a message in shouts and 
whispers 

The finale, Sue's Leg, changed the 
tempo once again. Danced to the ‘30's 
and ‘40's recordings of Fats Waller, the 
troupe offered jazzy yet sensitive 
interpretations of the music. that 
brought post - war America to its feet 
Reacting to the various moods of 
Waller's hits and transmitting the vas- 
cillating temperaments of dance, 
Tharp juxtaposed classical and tap 
with just plain boogie Transitions

were made from the frenzied interac-

English translations 


Tri-lingual poetry presents no barrier

Professors and students of 
literature at CSUS have started a fine 
tradition of celebrating the world’s 
great poets. On Wednesday, Feb. 22, 
a tri - lingual poetry reading in the 
University Union honored poets 
Federico Garcia Lorca (Spanish, 1898 
- 1936) and Fernando Pessoa (Por- 
tuguese, 1888 - 1935). Selected 
poems were read in the original 
language, followed by an English 
translation 

The fact that many peopie are put 
off by the idea of attending a poetry 
reading speaks poorly for our culture 
and educational system. Poetry is 
meant to be read aloud: a poet 
concentrates on finding the exact 
word with the precise sound and 
meaning for the poem. When the 
words are spoken aloud, the sound 
brings the poem's meaning to life. 
Reading poetry silently and hearing it 
aloud is like smelling but not sipping a 
fine wine: you can only tell so much 
from the aroma — full appreciation 
comes with a taste. 

The well - chosen selection of 
poems for the Lorca and Pessoa read- 
ing was animated, touching and sen- 
sual. Readings by Proféssors Aven- 
dano, Castellano and Zamora were so

An 
“almost correct” word or phrase, used 
in translation, cannot help but 
diminish the poem's power On 
Wednesday, just a little understan- 
ding of the original language allowed 
the listener to enjoy the readings in a 
foreign tongue; translations covered 
the gaps, but precise meaning was 
secondary

with state money would eliminate the 
need for a fee increase, the SPA 
sontends 
Phil Jonnston, assistant dean of 
tudent affairs, wno represented the 
shancellor at the SPA meeting, ex- 
plained the position of the 
chancelior's office on the proposed 
fee increase. The fee at its present 
level, one maintained for four years, is 
the lowest fee in the nation, he said 
Philosophically he has no problems 
with the idea of funding the deans’ 
salaries through state funds, but 
“politically that would go to far,” he 
said 

The Legislature, he explained, has 

already bought out the funding of 
instructional supplies, previously 
funded through the student services 
fee. Asking the Legisiature to buy out 
several administrative - support 
2ositions would go too far, Johnston 
said. He added that the fee has great 
advantages to the students, and that 
‘uition, imposed in the UC system, 
would be the only alternative if the 
fees are not raised to meet increases 
in Salaries 

Roy Brophy, chairman of the 
CSUC Board of Trustees, told the 
student presidents he felt the student 
services fee “should reflect in- 
flationary changes.” He also said as- 
king the legislation to remove ad- 
ministrative support from the student 
services fee wouid be “politically 
poor,” at this time. 

Regarding increased student con- 
trol of the distribution of revenues 
gene - rated through the student ser- 
vices fee, the SPA endorsed the es- 


tablishment of an advisory committee 
oneach individual campus. This com- 
mittee would advice the campus ad- 
ministration on priorities in funding 
the various areas of student services 

On the issue of collective 
bargaining, the SPA maintained its 
neutral position despite a plea from 
Warren Kessier, president of the 
United Professors of California, to 
change that position to one of sup- 


port for the bill 

The collective bargaining bill (AB 
1091), currently under consideration 
in the Legislature, would establish 
collective bargaining rights for all 
faculty members in the CSUC system 
The bitl is opposed by the 
chancellor's office and the Board of 
Trustees who contend that the bill will 
lead to strikes which will affect the 
academic excellence of the system

“elitists, unproductive and who speak 
a language | don't understand,” 
Dymally said he enjoys working with 
the Trustees 

Asked about CSUC’s commitment 
to student affirmative action, Dymally 
said there is a “very intense feeling | 
envision as to that commitment.” 
Chancellor Dumke, for example, told 
him there will be no change in ad- 
mission policies for minority students 
until the Supreme Court renders its 
decision on the Bakke case. Dymally 
also restated his criticism of the 
Trustees’ decision to withdraw the 
system from a nationwide scholar- 
ship program for minority engineer- 
ing students. 

In reference to student affirmative 
action, Dymally said he has obtained 
a generai backing off from the com- 
mitments to equal representation 
Argument over admission of a small 
number of minority students into 
medical schools, Dymally termed 
“nitpicking This is not the time to 


vack off.” Dymally then pledged he 
would spend his next term as 
lieutenant governor reaffirming 
California's commitment to equal 
representation of minorities in 
institutions of higher education 

Asked about his opinion on the 
controversial quota systems, Dymally 
said quotas have become a “scare 
code word. The real issue is whether 
we want to continue our commitment 
to equality in higher education.” He 
cautioned minority people to be sup- 
portive of quctas. Someday, he said. 
eight out of ten members on the 
chancellor's staff may be minority 
“Under a quota system it would only 
be one.” 

Dymally further said he supports 
collective bargaining rights for 
faculty members. He criticized the 
legislature for viewing faculty 
members as “underloaded and over- 
paid,” and said faculty members are 
entitied to increases in real income 
“If any group has taken a beating 
financially it is the professors.”

infection of this type,” explained 
Snively. “The other students go home 
and go to work and spread it to the 
outside community.” 

However, there were visible effects 
of the illness. Ciass attendance 
seemed unusually iow around Feb. 
15-17, and the drop - in clinic of the 
Student Health Center has been busy. 
Snively estimated that last week three 
times as many students came as dur- 
ing the previous two weeks. “And 80 
per cent have flue or cold symptoms,” 
she said. 

Figures on university personnel 
adsenteeism were not available. 


The question of the rich versus the 
poor on the international level is the 
subject of the symposium. It will pur- 
sue the idea that national boundaries 
biur when protecting the interests of 
the rich. Associate Professor of 
government Mansour Farhang ex- 
plains: “Transnational privilege 
represents the ability of the privileged 
few to join together across national 
boundaries to confront the 
revolutionary demands from the wret- 
ched many.” 


Farhang states in his paper 
“United States’ Strategy in the Arab - 
Israeli Conflict,” “The Saudia and 
Kuwaiti rulers have as much actual 
concern for the poor Arabs as the 
directors of the stock exchange and 
Chase Manhattan have for the 
residents of Hariem.” 


When it comes to the rich versus 
the poor, all national boundaries are 
erased, according to Farhang. 

Ahmad is a Feliow of the 
Transnational Institute — institute for 
Policy Studies (Washington D.C.) 
and director of its third worid and 
special studies projects. He is the 
author of many articies on 
revolutionary warfare and counterin- 
surgency. 


Klare is a visiting fellow, Center of 
International Studies, Princeton 
University; associate fellow, 
Transnational Institute — institute for 
Policy Studies; and director of project 
on militarism and disarmament, 
institute for Policy Studies. He is the 
author of Arms and Power: The 
Political Economy of U.S. Military 
Sales to the Third World; Timebombs: 
U.S. Foreign Policy in the 1970s and 
with Ahmad; War Without End: 


American Pianning for the Next 
Vietnams. 


Herbert Schiller is professor of 
communications, Third World 
College, at the University of Califar- 
nia, San Diego and co - ordinator of 
the college’s communications 
program. He has authored Mass 
Communications and American Em-

It's a wonder why Jim Lister and 
Bobby Martinez never thought about 
turning professional 

The Raiders would love ‘em for it. 
But the Sacramento Police 
Department will probably keep them, 
especially after their performances 
Sunday before 30,000 in Pig Bowl IV 
at Hughes Stadium 

“It's probably the greatest feeling 
I've had,” said Martinez, the game's 
most valuable player, who combined 
with Lister to rush for 279 yards as 
Sacramento Police annihilated Sac- 
ramento Sheriff's Dept., 50-20, and 
take a 2-1-1 series lead 

“I'm especially happy with the 

award,” offered Martinez, a lightning - 
quick 5 - foot - 9 - inch 160 - pound 
tailback. We practiced four months 
for this.” 
_ And the Bacon Bombers earned 
every bit of it. Particularly with Lister 
and Martinez chewing up yardage in 
the backfield. 

Lister, who's very fast for a back 
that has a 6 - foot - 2 - inch, 225 - 


pound frame, scored three 
touchdowns and threw for another. 
ironically, Lister played both ways the 
entire game 

“Our offensive line was fantastic,” 
Lister said. “We ran a lot inside and 
that's where we got most of our yar- 
dage.” 

Lister (20 rushes for 95 yards) 
scored on bursting runs of 11, 20 and 
2 yards. The law enforcement officer 
also threw 45 yards to wide receiver 
Ernest Daniels with 23 seconds 
remaining in the second quarter. 

Lister's pass was a bit under- 
thrown, but Daniels, who also hauled 
in a third quarter TD pass, came back 
for the catch before breaking two tac- 
kles. The score gave the Police acom- 
manding 35-7 lead 

Martinez, on the other hand, 
rushed for 174 yards on 28 carries and 
scored his only touchdown on a 
second quarter run of 37 yards. 

Bacon Bomber quarterback Tony 
Ramirez, starting in his first Pig Bowl, 
was extremely effective in running the 
option and finding his receivers. 

The Bombers, who led by as much 
as 21-0 at one point, moved the bal! 


efficiently, both by land and air 

Police Coach Dave Hotell, a 1958 
CSUS graduate who played on the

Purpie cow concept 


Sensitivity program developed to fulfill needs of disabled

A purple cow sits on her desk. No, 
not a real one, though to her and 
people who have met her it may seem 
real. The purple cow candle is a gift 
from her secretary 

The purple cow is a symbol to 
Darlys Topp It represents the 
“ablist’: the person who evaluates 
another person's worth and 
capabilities on basis of disability. She 
refers to these peopie as “people who 
are discriminating against purple 
cows.” 

Dar Topp is administrative as- 
sistant for the CSUS Handicapped 
Student Service Center. She is also 
the founder of her own copyrighted 
state - wide seminars called sen- 
sitivity training sessions. It is in these 
sessions that she talks about purple 
cows. The purple cow concept refers 
back to the childhood poem: “I've 
never seen a purple cow, | hope to 
never see one. But | can tell you 
anyhow, I'd rather see one than be 
one.” 

Dar developed her sensitization 
program toward the needs of and pre- 
judices held against the disabled. “I 
wanted to tel! the able - bodied howto 
talk to purple cows,” she says. 

’ Dar, who has a MA in speech, 

began her sensitivity study with 10 - 

minute speeches in speech 
competitions at ‘Modesto Junior 

College in 1971. She has to her credit 

75 speech awards, including national 


recognition as best speaker of the 
National Community College 
Competition, which she earned in 
1972 This award was hers for 
competition in four different speech 
events, including her persuasive 
speech on_ interpersonal com-

munication between the able - bodied

Chosen as a commencement 
speaker for the Modesto Junior 
College graduating class of 1972, Dar 
gave the same speech under the title 
“Not Just Another Commencement 
Address." She was awarded with a 
standing ovation from her audience 

While working on her master’s in 
communication studies at CSUS (Dar 
received her BA in communication 
studies in 1973), Dar tested out her 
themes about communication 
between the able - bodied and the 
disabled. She conducted a survey of 
both the handicapped and the non - 
handicapped, got results and set up 
guidelines to help the initial en- 
counter between these people. She 
spoke in communicati studi 
classes on these guidelines, included 
them in her thesis “Between Purple 
Cows and People” and currently uses 
them in her sensitivity sessions, 


what comes first in your mind .. Are 
they a person or are they a'‘crip'?” At 
Dar's lectures, the able - bodied sit in 
wheelchairs cr are blindfolded and 
are taught how to operate with a 
Pseudo - disability The sessions, 
which serve from 10 to 20 people, last 
four hours. During this time, the dis- 
cussion covers the initial concept of 
abiism and related probiems -- as- 
sumptions and stereo - types about 
the handicapped person such as 
asexual, dependent and inferior: 
isolation and rejection in areas of 
education, public facilities and em- 
ployment resulting from the 
stereotypes; and such reasons as fear 
and ignorance which cause the 
stereotyping. She also covers the 
good aspects -- the cures of mixed 
education and mixed socializing with 
the heip of her tested guidelines 
Dar has received statewide atten- 
tion for her Jectures and has been 
consulted by manv prominent

The feedback from audience 
members at ner Jectures is an im- 
portant part of Dar’s work. She con- 
tinually relates to the experiences and 
stories of others as wel! as her own 
experiences. and uses this new in- 
formation as encouragement for 
growth in herself and others Dar 
hopes to include this informationina 
book, which is in its planning stages, 
she says. 

For her own goals, Dar eventually 
wants to become a free - lance con- 
sultant and writer in the sensitivity 
training area. She also wants to make 
use of her junior college: teaching 
credential in language arts and 
literature. She hopes her move to 
Michigan in May will give.her op- 
portunities to move outside her 
specialized field and into public 
speaking and public contact work. 
“They (people) think that because i'm 
handicapped, my job should be wor- 
king with the handicapped,” Dar 
states. Although she enjoys what she 
is doing now, Dar feels she has more 
to offer than just working with one 
specific group.
